That M easure Passes the Senate by 


a Vote of 4s.to 30, 


A LENGTHY DEBATE

W ashington. Juno 4.—'The 
senate 
baa passed the Lodge Philippine gov 
em inent >>111 
by a vote of 48 to 
30. 
Three Republicans, Messrs. Hoar of 
M assachusetts, Mason of Illinois and 
W allington of M aryland, voted against 
the m easure, and one Demon at, Mr. 
McLaurin cd South Carolina, voted for 
it. 
Al! am endm ents offered by the m in­ 
ority were rejected. 
The debate on the m easure has been 
In progress seven weeks and two days. 
Ju st at 
the close of the 
discussion 
sharp exchange occurred between Mr. 
Dietrich of N ebraska and Mr. P atter­ 
son, In the cNmrse of which the form er 
I reflected caustically upon the Colora­ 
do senator. 
He was railed to order, 
his rem arks were read and he was de- 
I d ared to have been out of order In ut- 
j tering them . 
He withdrew his state­ 
ment, thus ending the controversy. 
A fter the passage of the Philippine 
bill the N icaragua canal bill was made 
the unfinished business and Its con Id­ 
e a tio n will now have right of way. 
The Philippine governm ent bill as 
passed by the senate approves the ac­ 
tion of the president in creating the 
Philippine commission and the offices 
of civil 
governor and vice governor 
of the islands, and authorizes the gov­ 
ernor and vice gavem or to exercise 
the powers of governm ent as directed 
by executive order. Future appoint­ 
m ents of governor or vice governor 
shall be made by the president with 
the advice and consent of the senate. 
The "biti 
of rights" 
of the 
United 
States constitution are applied to the 
Philippine islands with the exceptloi 
of the right to bear anna and the right 
of a trial by a Jury. 
The suprem e court and other conns 
of the islands shall exercise jurisdic­ 
tion as 
heretofore provided by 
the 
Philippine commission 
and the jus­ 
tices as the suprem e court shall be ap­ 
pointed by the president and the sen­ 
ate; the others by the civil govern­ 
m ent and the commission. 
The action of the president of the 
United States 
in levying all 
collect­ 
ing taxes is approved. 
AH the inhabi­ 
tants of the Philippines are deemed 
to be citizens of the Philippine islands 
and entitled to the protection of the 
United States. 
When the insurrection in the islands 
shall have been subdued, a careful 
census of the islands shall be taken, 
and after such census the governor of 
the Philippine islands shall make a 
full report to the president and make 
recom m endations as to future govern­ 
ment 
M eantime 
the commission 
Is 
authorized to establish municipal and 
provincial governm ents with popular 
representative governm ent as far and 
as fast as the com m unities are capable 
to determ ine the term s of the electors. 
The president is authorized to regulate 
the comm ercial intercourse with the 
archipelago in the interest of their 
welfare. 
All land in the Philippines is placed 
under the control of the Philippines 
commission for the benefit of the in­ 
habitants of the Island except as such 
as shall be needed for the use of the 
United States. 
The governm ent of the Philippines 
shall make rules and regulations for 
the disposition of public lands, but the 
regulations shall not go into effect 
until approved by the president and 
congress; provided th at a single home­ 
stead entry shall not 
exceed 
forty 
acres and also provided that no such 
land shall be leased, let or demised 
to any corporation until a law regulat­ 
ing the disposition of the public lands 
shall be enacted. 
No corporation shall be authorized to 
engage in agriculture unless provision 
shall have been made therefor. 
The 
bill 
provides at length how 
claims, both agricultural and mineral, 
shall be located and the Philippines 
commission is authorized to establish 
a mining bureau. 
The Philippines commission is au­ 
thorized to acquire the friar lands and 
Is empowered to Issue bonds to pay for 
them. These lands once acquired shall 
be a part of the domain of the United 
States and may be disposed of as such. 
Upon the supreme court of the U nit­ 
ed States Is conferred the right to re­ 
vive the decisions of the supreme court 
of the Phllipolnes. 
M unicipalities are authorized to Is­ 
sue bonds for municipal appointm ents 
with the consent of the president and 
congress and the entire indebtedness 
of any m unicipality not to exceed flv» 
per cent of the assessed valuation of 
property. It is provided that the bonds 
shall be gold bonds and shall be free 
from taxation. 
The elty of Manila is authorized to 
Incur indebtedness in gold bonds to 
an amount not exceeding J4.000.000 to 
pay for a sewer system and water sup­ 
ply.The governm ent of the Philippines Is 
authorized to grant franchises and con­ 
cessions. including the right of em i­ 
nent domain, for the construction of 
works of public utility, provided that 
no private property shall be 
taken 
w ithout Just compensation, 
that 
no 
franchises shall be granted to any cor­ 
poration that si all not be ^ab lect to 
review by congress. 
No corporation shall be authorized to 
conduct the business of buying and 


selling r-al estate, and the am ount of 
real estate wh’ch" shall he held by any 
coriKjratlon shall be delcrmin* d by con­ 
gress

th e advice and consent of th e senate. 
T h e "bill 
of rig h ts” 
of th e 
U nited 
S ta te s con stitu tio n are applied to the 
P hilip p in e islands w ith th e exception 
of th e rig h t to bear arm s and the rig h t 
of a tria l by a Jury. 
T he suprem e court and o th er c o n n s 
of th e islands shall exercise ju risd ic­ 
tion as 
heretofore provided by 
th e 
P hilippine 
com m ission 
and th e 
Jus­ 
tic es as th e suprem e co u rt shall be ap ­ 
pointed by the presid en t and the sen­ 
a te ; th e o th ers by th e civil govern­ 
m ent and the com m ission. 
T he action of the p resid en t of th e 
U nited S ta te s 
in levying all 
collect­ 
ing taxes Is approved. 
All the inhabi­ 
ta n ts of the P hilippines a re deem ed 
to be citizen s of the Philippine islands 
and en titled to th e protection of the 
U nited S tates. 
W hen the in su rrectio n in the islands 
•h all have been subdued, a careful 
census of th e islands shall be taken, 
and a fte r such census th e governor of 
th e 
P hilippine islands shall m ake 
a 
full rep o rt to the presid en t and m ake 
recoin m endacious as to fu tu re govern­ 
m ent. 
M eantim e 
the com m ission 
Is 
authorized to estab lish m unicipal and 
provincial governm ents w ith popular 
re p re se n tativ e governm ent as far and 
as fast as the com m unities a re capable 
to determ in e th e term s of th e electors. 
T h e p resid en t is au th o rised to reg u late 
th e com m ercial in terco u rse w ith the 
archipelago in the in te re s t of th eir 
w elfare. 
All land In the P hilippines is placed 
u nder the control of the P hilippines 
com m ission for the benefit of the in ­ 
h a b ita n ts of th e Island except as such 
as shall be needed for the use of the 
U nited States. 
T he governm ent of th e Philippines 
shall m ake nile* and regulations for 
the disposition of public lands, but the 
regulations shall not go Into effect
